But why have we so persistently, so 
ignorantiy, so blunderingly disre- 
garded their Viewpoint, even careless- 
ly neglected tm study it? 
“Suppose affairs should take so se- 
rious a turm ih Mexico that either 
to forestall en intervention by some 
foreign power seeking to defend its 
citizens or else to perform like serv- 
fee for some citizens of 


United States 
tervene; I would suggest that we in- 
vite Argentina or Brazil or some oth- 
er South American country to join 
with us.”. 


IDEAS OF BOSTONIAN. 

Dr. Tucker said tn part: 

“The views of the southern repub- 
lies themselves should be considered. 
The present protectorate idea of the 
United States is very different from 
the acceptable. service rendered to 
the Latin-American countries ninety 
years ago. If the Monroe doctrine is 
asserted to any further extent, the 
Catholic spirit of the patriot and not 
the inflamed temper of the jingoist 
should be brought to the settlement 
of the differences. Even those South 
Americans who do not fear our im- 
perialism realize the selfishness of the 
Monree doctrine, and it makes them 
dislike us and mistrust our foreign 
policy. Consequently, by maintain- 
ing this national shibboleth and 


adhering to the word ‘Monroe doc- 
trine’ we diminish our le in- 
fluence for in eastern

hemisphere, and we interfere with 
the growth of our foreign commerce.” 

PROF. BINGHAM’S SPEECH. 

Prof. Bingham said: 

“When the South Americans use 
these words, or compress them into 
one—‘Monroeism'’—the meaning is for 
them a sinister one—it spells Tutelage 
and intervention; it means the desire 
of the great and powerful United 
States to interfere in the personal 
arrangements of the American repub- 
lics. To the citizens of the leading 
American republics, like Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile, our adherence to 
Monroeism is extremely irritating and 
even positively insulting. To the les- 
ser republics, particularily those 
around the Caribbean Sea, Monroe- 
jem means interference, intervention 
and imperialism.”

West Firet-Street Plans in 
Flush of Creation. 


By concurrence in a report of the 
Public Works Committee, the City 
Council yesterday virtually ordered 
the City Attorney and City Engineer 
to collaborate on ordinances and ie- 
gal action for condemnation in the 
interest of widening West First street 
into a great boulevard. 

Because the committee report also 
containe@d recommendations for the 
framing of ordinances Geclaring in- 
tention to an ornametal 


lighting and a system of sterm 
drains, it was sent back to the com- 
mittee with the suggestion that all 
the improvements contemplated on 
the street need mot be arranged for 
at one time, as the expense will fall 
upon property owners af- 


. acheme is full of merit,” 
said committee report, “and 
should receive the unqualified sup- 
port of every property owner along 
the street. the improvement 


The committee, which has con- 
ducted heerings an the im ment 
and which has accom members 
of the whole Council over the 
ground, was unanimous in its recom- 
mendation of the w of the 
street and the attendant improve- 
ments. 

The cemmittee turned down the 
preposed viaduct over Lake 
avenue and referred to the Board of 
Public Utilities the matter of pas- 
senger platforms along a double-car 
line in the street. All other requests 
of property owners, improvement as- 
sociations and others for the widen- 
ing and improvement of the, street 
as a part of the great tunnel impreve- 
ment were recommended by the com- 
mittee. 

The committee recommended that 
the work be done expeditiously and 
that an ordinance be drawn farming 
an assessment district to include 
property to be assessed. 

Councitiman Bryant favored the 
commencement of work at once, but 
President Whiffen questioned the ad- 
visability of ordering ornamental 
lighting and storm drains with the 
rest of the work. He believed that

Today that beau- 
tiful harbor is as salubrious as New 
York or Boston Harbor. What has 
been done at Havana by Americans 
has been imitated at Vera Cruz, an- 
other awful pest hole; so also at Pan- 
ama and all along the isthmus. 

A French writer in speaking of Pan- 
ama reviews the ravages made by yel- 
low and typhoid fever during the 
De Lesseps attempt to pierce the isth- 
mus. He says of the family of the 
chief engineer, consisting of five per- 
sons, four of them fell a prey to the 
yellow fever. The director of the 
railroad had a family also of five per- 
sons. Three of these died of yellow 
fever. Twenty-five Sisters of Char- 
ity at the hospital of Ancon lost 
twenty of their number from the same 
malady. While the French contin- 
ued with this work a third of those 
employed upon it perished of these 
fevers. 

Col. Gorgas, who has had charge of 
the sanitary arrangements upon the 
isthmus during the period of Ameri- 
can occupation there, was with De 
Lesseps and he estimates that 10,000 
would have died of the yellow fever 
during six years under French admin- 
istration. Under the American proc- 


Riess the loss in the same time has been 


only nineteen. During more than 
four years there hasn’t been a single 
case of the vellow fever in the Canal 
Zone. 


At Manila the same work has been 
wrought, and so all through the Phil- 
ippine Islands the Americans have 
made pest holes as salubrious as any 
spots in the temperate zone of Amer- 
ica. This work was carried on un-

There are many thoughtful people 
among us whe see more cause of mis- 
giving as to the future of the republic 
than ever prevailed before.

There have been sublime moments 
in history when courage has been de- 
manded of men. One such was in the 
history of the Roman empire when, 
after the disastrous battle of Cannae, 
the Senate at Rome thanked Varro be- 
cause in the darkest moment “he had 
not despaired of the commonwealth.” 
And the very next day the Senate set 
up at auction the land on which the 
battle had been lost and patriotism 
caused it to bring a higher price than 
its real value. There were times in our 
own Civil War which called for the 
same trust in Heaven and the same 
courage in the hearts of patriots. Han- 
nibal went down to final defeat and 
Rome triumphed. The cause of seces- 
sion was lost and the union re-estab- 
lished on an eternal basis. 


Honore de Balzac in a short story 
printed in 1845, or about fifty years 
after the French Revolution, tells of 
conditions in that day. They were so 
similar to some of our own difficulties 
that a short excerpt from the story 
seems appropriate. It concerns a young 
man from the Pyrenees visiting a cou- 
sin in Paris, a Rctecine painter, and 
these two, with a newspaper man, 
spent a night in seeing Paris. The 
scene is between these three and a 
pedicure, or corn doctor. The last 
named is speaking: 

“All right, we are going, we are pro- 
gressing. Six years from now Europe 


will be all ours. We have 50,000 armed 
men without counting 200,000 citizens 
without.a cent.” 

The painter says: “The fortifica- 
tions?” 

“Pie crusts to be swallowed. First, 
we shall not let them mount their can- 
non, and then we have a little machine 
more powerful than all the forts in the 
world; a machine invented by a doctor 
(the guillotine) which has cured more 
people than the doctors have killed. 

“No more religion, each one shall 
have his own. It is very happy that 
they protect just now the convents 
where they prepare for us the resources 
of our government. Everything goes 
our way, even those who complain 
about the common people who baw! 
about the question of the plain people 
and of salaries. The communists, hu- 
manitarians, philanthropes, all these 
are our advance guards. While we 
gather our powder they are weaving 
the fuse to which any little circum- 
stance shall set fire, 


“We shall have factories 
by the state and all in France shall be 
shareholders. Each one shall have his 
ration, like upon a ship, and all the 
people will work according to their 
}capacities.”

That 
is the programme before Los Angeles these 
lovely autumn days and is an inspiring one. 
if carried out, it will realize a dream of 
progressive people of Los Angeles indulged 
in for more than thirty years. It would add 
to the city territory all the land beginning 
at the mountains west of Santa Monica and 
following the crest of these hills easterly 
would take in San Fernando Valley, then, 
following the Sierra Madre, would go to the 
eastern edge of Pasadena and with that 
would annex South Pasadena, Alhambra 
and then, following broadly the course of 
the San Gabriel River, would reach the 
ocean at San Pedro. It would give the an- 
nexed territory rights with the city in the 
aqueduct water, a great boon indeed to a 
territory growing rapidly in population. It 
would raise the population of the city from 
525,000, the present figure, to 750,000, and 
would make these annexed districts part- 
ners in a community whose annual bank 
clearings amount to $1,200,000,000, a post- 
office business of over $2,000,000, a building 
industry amounting to $32,000,000 a year, 
an assessed value of $500,000,000, which, 
with the annexed territory, would raise the 
assessed value of the city to $1,000,000,000. 


Terra Mirabilis. 


HAT is what California is. The wonder 

of all lands, the delight of all eyes, the 
land of al! opportunity for all people on the 
face of the earth. It produces more varied 
crops than any other territory in the world, 
many of them being a natural monopoly to 
the producers, and all of them being the 
greatest revenue payers known to the farm- 
ers of the .world. A new crop added to our 
natural resources during recent years is 
rice, produced on the Sacramento bottoms, 
above the capital of the State. Now comes 
southern Tulare county with a claim that its 
soil, climate and water supply point to the 
territory around Alpaugh as suitable in ev- 
ery way for the production of rice. There 
are parts of Imperial county, California, and 
the territory in Arizona on the other side 
of the Colorado River where sherry wine 
can be produced that will rival the best 
product of Spain. It is almost exactly the 
same soil as that on the low lands along the 
Guadalquivir and almost the same climate. 
The soil will produce the grapes and the 
climate will mature the wine without artifi- 
cial baking. 


Let Us Plant Trees. 


IMES change, and with them economic 

conditions change radically. The first 
immigrants to America were confronted by 
the necessity of getting rid of the magnifi- 
cent timber that had grown up to shelter 
the savages and the game on which they 
subsisted, and the most expeditious way 
was the best. So the forests were burned 
with fire and the same policy growing out 
of the same necessity has been followed by 
the pioneers all through the West, Middle 
and Far, until almost our own day. Now 
comes a time when forest lands are valu- 
able indeed, and when we must look to the 
conservation of the forests we have and to 
the reforestation of the mountains. The 
railroads of the country are using 750,000,000 
ties, and it takes 75,000,000 ties to renew 
these yearly. This costs $30,000,000 a year. 
There are many corners on nearly every 
ranch in the country going to waste where 
one or more trees might be planted. The 
growth in our country is rapid and the 
profits from these trees almost without care 
would be great. That is the way they have 
learned to do all through Europe, where for 
every tree felled a little one is planted. 


Avaunt, Ye Pessimists! 

ONEY is scarce, not only here, but all 
over the country, indeed all over the 
world. This in spite of the fact that the 
production of gold is increasing each year 
and that the stock of real money in the 
world is larger than ever before. The same 
is true of all promises to pay in the shape of 
currency all token money or counters. 
Money ie less scarce here than almost any- 
where alse in spite of the fact that the very 
conditions which are making money scarce 
are more emphatic here than elsewhere. The 
reason for the scarceness is the need of it, 
growing out of the great demands for indus- 
trial development of all kinds. The railroad 


people are giving the pessimists among us 
a terrible knock. They say there are 60,000 
persons coming to Southern California this 
winter and that they will bring here and 
spend and invest a total of $60,000,000. 


Big Irrigation Project. 

N IRRIGATION system is under devel- 
opment at Yuma and on which, during 
the last seven years, $7,000,000 has been 
spent. It is estimated that to complete the 
works will call for $3,000,000 more. The 
water is to cover 100,000 acres of land lying 
below Yuma along the Colorado River as 
far as the Mexican border. This district is 
almost tropical, the tropic of Cancer run- 
ning very near the boundary line between 
Mexico and the United States. The soil is 
inexhaustibly rich, being detritus washed 
down by the river during countless ages, the 
ground-down rocks of the hills mingled with 
vegetable mold. 


Freight Rates Via Canal. 

HAT it will cost to ship the products 

of the soil and the finished products of 
milis to and from California. by way of the 
Panama Canal is an interesting subject for 
reflection. In old days the “windjammers,” 
three, four and five-mast ships, used to 
carry wheat from San Francisco to the west 
coast of Europe at times as low as $5 a ton 
and at others as high as $20 a ton. If these 
ships burned no coal they required more 
men to man them per ton dead weight than 
a steamer, and, besides, they required from 
100 to 200 days to make the passage around 
Cape Horn. The loss of interest on money 
invested was very heavy. These vessels 
carried ecarcely more than 2000 tons dead 
weight. A big steamer will carry as much 
freight as ten of them with scarcely more 
men, with vastly more dispatch, saving ex- 
pense and interest on money. Now, across 
the Pacific Ocean to Japan freight goes at 
$4 a ton, to Hongkong at $5 and to far- 
away Manila at $5.40. 


New Electric Line. 

T HAS been announced at San Francisco 
that the Northern Electric Railway Com- 
pany has plans matured to build up the 
| Napa Valley and give that beautiful section 
of the State direct -connection with San 
Francisco via Vallejo. The company will 
Operate its own ferries across San Fran- 
cisco Bay. 


Profits in Celery. 
a ITTLE LANDER” on three acres of 
land at Sawtelle is marketing his cel- 
ery crop better than that of last year, for 
which he received $2100. In four years he 
has cleared over $10,000 off his little 
patch of land. 


California Gold Deposits. 

EW wining regions in California have 

attracted so much genera)! attention and 
held it for so jong a time as the Klamath 
Mountains of Siskiyou and Trinity counties, 
in the northwestern part of the State. The 
placers along Trinity and Klamath rivers 
were developed early in the gold rush and 
have been worked with varying energy to 
the present time. The La Grange mine, 
which is one of the largest hydraulic placers 
in the world, is now in the height of its 
activity. 

An account of an investigation of the 
auriferous gravels in the Weaverville quad- 
rangle, which embraces portions of Shasta 
and Trinity counties, by J. 8S. Diller, is con- 
tained in Bulletin 540-A, recently issued by 
the United States Geological Survey. 

The outlook for future placer mining in 
this region is encouraging. The success of 
the La Grange mine consists in the econom- 
ical treatment on a large scale of relatively 
low-grade gravel. The success of the dredg- 
ing at Trinity Center and of the placers 
porth of Lewiston gives confidence to those 
who are attempting larger developments at 
the mouth of Eastman Guich and at the 
bend of Trinity River above Lewiston, and 
the region may well be regarded as worthy 
of investigation ty capitalists interested in 
dredging and hydraulic mining. 

The bulletin also contains an account of 
the gold lodes of the Weaverville quad- 
rangle, by H. G. Ferguson. Gold was first 
discovered in the quadrangle in 1848; in the 
fall of that year $60,000 worth was taken 
from the bed of Clear Creek. It is impos- 
sible to make any close estimate of the 


amount of gold produced from the lode 


mines in the quadrangle, but it is believed 
that the total is in excess of $15,000,000, 

In certain of the deposits of the region 
practically all the gold is contained in 
smal! scattered pockets near the surface. 
One of these pockets yielded as much as 
$45,000 in a distance of forty-four feet; from 
another a single plate of gold weighing 100 
ounces is said to have been obtained. The 
peculiar pocket deposits have given rise to 
a class of prospectors known as “pocket 
hunters.” These men often discover many 
rich pockets by tracing the particles of gold 
in the soil to their sources. As s00n a8 a 
pocket is gouged out and colors of gold are 
no longer shown, the place is abandoned.— 
[United States Geological Survey Bulletin. 


Value of Smal! Lots 


N TIMES past many a lot owner in Los 
Angeles has felt discouraged because of 
the smallness of his holdings. With the 
growth of population the value of property 
has risen so that a little bit of a city lot has 
grown to a handsome value. On South Hill 
street near Fifth, a lot 33x80 feet, looking 
out on Central Park, has just changed hands 
at $100,000 valuation. This is because a 
building like the chimney block in New 
York can be erected on it. There is such 
a building already on Hill street, near 
Third, and another is about to be erected 
on Seventh street, near Main. The one on 
Hill street on which an eight-story building 
stands is 30x70 feet. The new one on Sev- 
enth, near Main, goes on a lot 25x50 feet, 
and will rise to 150 feet in height, divided 
into thirteen stories. The Chimney Block 
in New York of sixteen stories stands on a 
lot twenty-five feet square. 


Ambitions of High-Fliers. 

[Popular Mechanics Magazine:]~ Jules 
| Verae was a scientific man, and many re 
gard his fiction stories of submarine and 
aerial flight—which at the time they were 
published seemed wild dreams—as a seri- 
ous prediction of what he believed would be 
accomplished. As a matter of fact, he did 
live to see the submarine an accepted arm 
of two navies, and the Wrights were well 
advanced toward success before he died. 
There remains his ‘“‘Trip to the Moon” which 
seems absolutely impossible of accomplish- 


ment. Nevertheless, there are scientific 
men who dare to reach out into space and 


| chart a pathway to other worlds. One of 


these, M. Ernest Archdeacon, who ranks 
among the foremost authorities in France 
on aviation, predicts our present aviation 
machines, which at best could not encircle 
the earth in less than eight days, will be 
abandoned for air craft which will girdle 
the globe in sixty-six minutes. “All the 
peoples of the earth wiil then form a sole 
and single nation.” 

Man, insatiable in his ambition, is couw- 
templating interplanetary flight, and M. Es- 
nault Pelterie believes the vehicle will be 
a self-propelled rocket (Verne again) with 
a speed of seven miles a second, which is 
estimated to be sufficient velocity to carry 
the projectile beyond the zone of terrestrial 
attraction. At this rate the moon would be 
reached in less than ten hours—assuming, 
of course, the vehicle was not melted long 
before by the heat generated in its terrific 
flight. Radium is suggested as a possible 
motive power. The idea of interplanetary 
flight, from our present viewpoint seems of 
course impossible. However, the sub- 
marine was 400. years in developing. Mr. 
Archdeacon says: “I am convinced that in 
a certain number of centuries the inhabi- 
tants of all the planets will have made ac- 
quaintance with one another, and I foresee 
the day when a world’s interplanetary con- 
gress will be held.”

tic anthropology must sooner or later exert

itself,” is the way Shakespeare 
puts the matter. That is accord- 
ing to the popular versions of the swan of 
Avon. But in the days of the divine Wil- 
liam, Norman French was used a good deal 
more by English-speaking people than in 
our tongue of today. So many profound 
critics insist that the quotation should be 
“vaulting ambition that o’erleaps its sell.” 
This means that the too-ambitious person 
is like a man mounting a horse who o’er- 
leaps the saddle, falling on the other side. 

For a person to o’erleap himself is a good 
deal like the man who attempts to lift him- 
self by the straps of his boots. 

This is a parable unto us. For a great 
many of our reformers neglect practical, 
necessary things easy of accomplishment 
to waste their time and energy in attempt- 
ing to accomplish reforms which, if brought 
about would be of questionable service to 
mankind, or even trying to do things as im- 
possible as the lifting of oneself by one’s 
bootstraps. 2 

We have an Illustration of this “vault- 
ing ambition” in our own Federal govern- 
ment in its dealings with the government 
of Mexico. Our good President, with ex- 
cellent intentions in his mind, thinks it is 
his function, conferred upon him by a mi- 
nority vote of the people of the United 
States plus the grace of God, to reform the 
morals of the people of Mexico and to com- 
pel them against their will to manage their 
internal affairs according to Mr. Wilson's 
construction of the Constitution of the re 
public of Mexico. 


There are other ardent reformers, Puri- 
tanical in spirit, who attempt more impos- 
sible things than this effort of ours to re- 
form Mexico and teach the Mexicans con- 
stitutional law. These reformers ignore 
human nature and forget what the Creator 
never forgets. For the Psalmist says: 
“He knoweth whereof we are made. He 
remembereth that we are but dust.” These 
reformers would fain take a young man, 
full, fed upon bloody bull beefsteak, washed 
down by hot wines 40 per cent. alcohol, and 
have him feel “as chaste as Dian,” as pas- 
sionless as a young woman brought up on 
prepared cereals and bathed every morning 
in water “of the ice-broke temper.” Of 
course the Eagle would like to see all young 
men (and old ones, too,) live clean lives. 
And in this case, as the law says, “man 
embraces woman.” So the Eagle would 
like to see peace prevail in all countries 
and all people enjoy the best kind of popu- 
lar government. But the Eagle is too prac- 
tical to imagine that young men can be 
full-fed and filled up with hot potations 
three times a day and have a temperament 
past all fleshly temptations. So the prac- 
tical-minded Eagle conceives that it is too 
heavy a task for America to undertake to 
force our form of government and our puri- 
tanical morals on all the people of the 


globe. 
Somebody rises up and says: ‘What 
practical and possible reform is being 


neglected by our earnest lawmakers and 
Governors and by our high-brow leaders in 
our social system?” 

And the Eagle answers: “A thousand of 
them, but one will be enough for illustra- 
tion.”

One would think that this settled the 
question. But in fact here the discussion 
only began. For a carat in weight is put 
down as being equal to 3.2 grains. Now 
arrives the question, what is a grain? So 
the arithmetic is appealed to and it says 
that twenty-four grains make a penny- 
weight, twenty pennyweight make an ounce 
and twelve ounces a pound. This is the 
table of troy weight. 

We are getting along, for according to 
the arithmetic, applying the section known 
as reduction, a pennyweight would be about 
7.5 carats, and so going on with our arith- 
metic we find that about 150 carats would 
be an ounce, or the weight of a $20 gold 
piece. Now a gold dollar would equal in 
weight 3.75 carats. In other words, if you 
cut a gold dollar in four pieces, each one 
would weigh a trifle over a carat. But hap- 
pily this kind of problems have become 
obsolete, for last July the gem merchants 
of the United States dropped the carat sys- 
tem and adopted the metric system of 
weights. 

Now, there are a great many commercial 
countries in the world today, and those 
speaking the English tongue are the only 
ones that cling to the antiquated Troy ta- 
ble. What is a grain? Those who in- 
vented the term say it was the weight of a 
given number of grains of wheat. So many 
of these equal the weight of a penny. How 
absurd. Grains of wheat differ greatly in 
weight and so does the weight of a penny. 

We turn to the table of long measure 
and we find that an inch is the length of so 
many grains of barley, as if this cereal 
had always grains of the same length. As

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Fomenting War. 
YELLOW JOURNALS AND THE 
POPULISTIC MASSES. 


A LAND OF - ENORMOUS TAXES AND BIG 
MILITARY EXPENSES—THE ASSASSINATION 
OF MR. ABE AND THE SOSHI—THE PASSING 
OF THE ELDER STATESMEN—PERSONAL 
EXPERIENCE WITH AND GOSSIP ABOUT 
PRINCE KATSURA—REMINISCENCES OF 
PRINCE ITO. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON (D. C.)—The death of 
Prince Katsura has removed an- 
other of the elder statesmen who 
have so long formed the advisory of the 
Emperor and have in fact controlled the 
policy of Japan. It is a question how long 
His Majesty and the men who are left can 
hold the people in check. I have just re- 
ceived a confidential letter from an eminent 
authority in Tokio, describing the unrest 
among the Japanese masses. The enor- 
mous appropriations for the army and navy, 
as well as the extraordinary expenses of the 
government and the colonies, have brought 
in a reign of high prices which shows no 
sign of decrease. At the end of the Japa 
nese war it was promised that expenditures 
would be reduced and the military establish- 
ment cut down. Nothing of the kind has 
been done. 


On the contrary, the cost of the govern- 
ment has increased, and during the coming 
year the expenses are to be something like 
585,000,000 yen. This is equal to more than 
$5 gold for every man, woman and child in 
the country, or an average of $25 per fam- 
ily. In many localities the farmers are 
working for 25 or 30 cents a day and there 
are women employed in the factories who 
do not get more than 15 or 20 cents for ten 
or twelve hours’ work. 


The Japanese army, on a peace basis, 
nominally amounts to 225,000 men, or about 
twice as many as we have in the United 
States. It is really much larger, for every 
boy is now forced into the ranks and there 
are reserve forces like those of Germany. 
The islands are divided into military die 
tricts corresponding to the divisions of the 
army, and each division has recruits in its 
own district. Liability to service begins at 
the age of seventeen and the actual service 
commences at 20. The total strength of 
the field forces just now amounts to about 
600,000 men. This is fully one-tenth of the 
whole population and at the same ratio we 
would have about 1,000,000 American 
troops. The army in equipping this enor- 
mous force, and the taking of several hun- 
dred thousand productive workers out of 
the ranks of industry, has a serious effect 
upon the productiveness of the Japa- 
nese nation. The army last year cost 75,- 
000,000 yen. 


In addition to the cost of the army is that 
of the navy, which now ranks among the 
strongest of the world. The expenses for 
this are now about $20,000,000 a year. The 
Japanese government has also large ship 
building yards and armor factories. It is 
making its own guns and building and 
equipping its own men-of-war, and at the 
same time subsidizing merchant ships. 
Nearly every great Japanese steamer which 
goes to Europe, America, Australia and 
Bombay gets more or less money from the 
public treasury, and there are factories 
which are subsidized in one way or other. 

At the same time the public debt stead- 
ily increases. It now amounts to more 
than $1,200,000,000, or about $125 per fam- 
ily. There is also a great deal of private 
indebtedness, and it is said that 85 per 
cent. of the farmers are paying interest on 
mortgages. 


The distress and pauperism which comes 
from the high cost of living and compara- 
tively low wages are fomented and in- 
creased by the yellow journals. A large 
socialistic element has grown up, and it is 
from this that we hear the demands for war 
with China and with the United States. The 
the indications are that the Emperer and 
socialistic party is rapidly increasing, and 
the elder statesmen cannot long hold the 
masses in check. When I was in Japan, 
prior to the breaking out of the war be 


them from demanding a greater share in 
the government. The same conditions pre 
vail now, and they may result in the na 
tion being rushed into trouble with other 
countries. The Japanese-Russian war was 
largely undertaken by the Japanese to keep 
their own people in order. 


| Take the assassination of Mr. Abe, the 
high Japanese official who advocated mod- 
eration as to the troubles in California, and 
who wanted milder demands made upon 
China. 

This was brought about by the mob, and

it may be that his death was decreed by 
some of the secret societies of the social- 
istic set. Mr. Abe was assassinated as he 
was about to go into his own house. Tw 
men grabbed him and one held his arms 
while the other stabbed him in the stomach, 
and performed upon him what, had he done 
it himself, might be called hara-kiri. 

One of the assassins is said to have com- 

mitted suicide, seating himself first on a 
map of Japan. At the same time he sent 
two yen, a sum equal to one dollar, to the 
dead official's family, and left the follow- 
ing letter: 
“I stabbed Mr. Abe. Why did I com- 
mit the murder’ He is responsible for the 
weakness of Japanese diplomacy. The act 
is the outcome of my sincere wishes for 
the welfare of the state. I stabbed him 
deep. He screamed and cried: ‘Oh, hurt!’ 
What an unmanly attitude. I understand 
Bushido, and therefore hate to commit sui- 
cide in the open air, like a vagrant. I have 
been seeking a place to die until now. 
Please forgive. I have killed him, but I en- 
tertained no grudge against him. When I 
remember his family, I cannot stop my 
tears. I deeply sympathize with the mem- 
bers of his family.” 


This man was probabiy one of the Soshi 
of Japan. The Soshi became prominent 
just after the war with China, and in a 
short time spread throughout the empire. 
They probably still exist under a different 
name. I have never seen them described 
in letters of travel. They are a kind of a 
cross between an anarchist and a political 
striker, and I am told that every political 
meeting is filled with them. They have 
committed many assassinations, and for a 
time those allied to one politician fought 
with bands of the same kind allied to other 
politicians. 

While I was last in Japan, a band of ten 
Soshi assaulted a member of Parliament 
while he was on the way to the House of 
Parliament, and one of them threw a bottle 
of sulphuric acid at him, but failed to strike 
him. A few days later a band of twenty

I am told that many of these Soshi came 
from the old Samurai or retainers of the 


Daimios, the nobles of the country who 
ruled Japan under the shogun before the 
new government came in. Each Daimio 
then had a number of these fighting men 
about him, but when the Emperor came out 
of his seclusion and took hold of the gov- 
ernment the fighting men were out of a job. 
Some of them got places in the new admin- 
istration, some went into private life and 
took up industries of one kind or other, and 
not a few sat and sulked. It is the de 
scendants of these men who are fomenting 
much of the trouble today. I was told that 
some of them had attached themselves to 
liticlans and that a few of the Soshi had 
ized into bands where they worked to- 
gether fox their own mutual benefit. I was 
told that they are not fond of foreigners 
and that they were the basis of the anti 
foreign element of the country. Not a few 
came from the overeducated of the young 
Japan. Thousands of young Japanese have 
prepared themselves to enter the profes 
sions. The country is honeycombed with 
schools and universities, and many of the 
graduates of the colleges have hoped to 
either get places under the government or 
be lawyers, doctors, engineers and what- 
not. The supply for such professions has 
been greater than the demand, and a large 
part of the surplus has devoted itself to 
political agitations and socialistic fomen- 
tation. The Japanese are naturally high- 
spirited and excitable, and between this 
element and the sensational newspaper the 
anti-government and war following has been 
growing by leaps and bounds. 


Indeed, the great wonder is that the Em- 
peror and the elder statesmen have been 
able to handle the Japanese people as they 
have. It is only the reverence for the Em- 
peror which has been built up through gen- 
erations, which has enabled them to do so. 
This reverence still exists, but it is a ques- 
tion as to whether it is not on the wane. 
It was owing to the veneration for the Mi- 
kado that the really great men who have 
acted as his advisers for the past genera- 
tion have been able to introduce the west- 
ern civilization. It was they who laid out 
the plans for the great country of today 
and carried them out to a successful con- 
clusion. 


Among the more famous of the men were 
such as Prince Ito, Innouye, Count Okuma 
and others. Prince Katsura, who died a 
month or so ago, was of the same class, 
and so was Prince Yamagata, who was at 
the head of the army when I was last in 
Japan. I have met all of these men from

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LITTLE LABORERS, 


OES the red of the cranberry speak 
D of the blood from countless scratches 
on tiny hands? 

Does its sourness tell of bitter hours 
spent in toil by little children? 

Little 5-year-old Theresa is Italian. Her 
matted hair and grimy face serve to ob 
scure any attractions which might other- 
wise be evident, while a dirty dress, wet 


and torn, adds to her already deplorable 
appearance. 

Theresa is a wage earner. Long hours 
she works, days and days on end, toiling in 
muck and mud, a frail little girl by the side 
of her sister Rosa. Next to Rosa works 
Tony. Next to him works an older brother, 
and so on up a line of eight, ending with 
her father. 

Small though she is, the work requires 
Theresa to squat low. Her slender legs 
become cramped. Mosquitoes bite her lit- 
tle face, and the hot sun beats mercilessly 
upon the back of her neck. Flies torment 
her. 'Hidden vines scratch and tear her 
tiny hands. Then, unexpectedly, she stum- 
bles into an unseen ditch, emerging more 
wet and grimy than ever. 

The story of Theresa is identical with 
those which may be told of hundreds of 
other small children. Some might be boys, 
and the ages might vary, but the rest of 
the picture would remain the same. 

Theresa is only a type. She is merely 
one of the many little workers who play 
an important part in making Thanksgiving 
a day of happiness. Merely one of that 
army of toilers who gather in the harvest 
of brilliant red sour-sweet berries. 

For Theresa is a cranberry picker. 

Then there is the other side of the same 
story. 


Take a representative American family— 
call them the Grays. When Thanksgiving 
comes the family is ready to sit down to 
dinner, the crisp brown -turkey at the head 
of the table, and near it the deep red cran- 
berry sauce. There is an atmosphere of 
peace and quiet which typifies the true 
spirit of Thanksgiving. 

Mother Gray is thankful for the biess- 
ings of the year, but especially because 
Jack is home from college for the holiday. 
Sister Betty is thankful, among other 
things, for a new frock, which she will wear 
to a dance in the evening, while baby Mary 
is frankly thankful for the turkey and cran- 
berry sauce. 

As for Father Gray, his face bears the 
unclouded expression of a man at peace 
with the world. His business is successful, 
his family is gathered around him, and be- 
fore him is a good dinner. Truly, he could 
ask no more, and as he stands at the head 
of the table he voices his sentiment, with 
the remark: 

“Well, we can surely be thankful today, 
for here we all are, together, happy, and 
owing nobody.” 

Owing nobody! And that has been the 
feeling of thousands of American fathers 
as they sat at the head of the table on 
Thanksgiving, and may still be! 

But its fallacy has been proven. 

Into the cranberry bogs of the United 
States investigators from the national child- 
labor committee of New York went to learn 
of conditions—and they found little The 
resa. 

They found conditions which made them 
realize that the cranberry industry is al- 
most a child industry, and that a debt was 
owing them to the same extent that it is to 
the child workers in the coal mines, the 
canning factories and all those other places 
where the happiness and health of small 
children is held at naught. 

They found small children who worked 
‘till there ain’t no more sun.” Frail little 
bits of humanity, of whom the overseer of 
the bog angrily declared: “Got no time to 
have their picture took.” Boys and girls 
they found, with the joy of living ground 


put of them by ceaseless toil. 


But—the berries must be gathered, else 
the Grays would have no cranberry sauce. 


The harvesting of the cranberries—cause 
today for countless childhood woes—harks 
back over a full century. But prior to 1825, 
when the berries were first cultivated in 
the then wild Cape Cod region of Massa- 


‘ 


them in their native bogs and tangles, much 
the same as boys and girls of today go out 
to thrash trees for chestnuts. ere. 

Then came the early era of cranberry 
cultivation. This, in its inception, meant 
merely making accessible the localities in 
which the berries naturally grew wild and 
when this had been accomplished, entire 
communities, laden with great baskets, 
went forth from the settlements to garner 
the Thanksgiving berries, for the sauce was 
even then an appreciated delicacy. 

But there was nothing of child-tragedy in 
the cranberry pickings of a century ago. 
Then the spirit of the picnic, the fun time, 
the enjoyment season marked the harvest 
of the berries. Parents took their children 
with them as they do now, but the days 
in the bogs were days of autumn outing for 
the youngsters. 

Thatxris the beginning of what has grown 
into a serious cultivation and an industrial 
growing of the fruit. And, as in aill 
branches of commerce, when the work of 
children is allied with the production of 
hard silver dollars the abuses which have 
led the child-labor crusaders to look into 
the work of little boys and girls in the bogs 
began to make themselves manifest. 


Today the cranberry industry is one 
which holds a recognized place in the vast 
commerce of Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and Wisconsin. Thousands of acres of 
marshland, unused before, have been made 
to yield a silver profit. Investments run- 
ning into the hundreds of thousands have 
been sunk in those bogs, that the cranberry 
might be on millions of tables with the 
crisp, brown turkey at dinner time on the 
day proclaimed by the President as one of 
national thanksgiving. 

And to accomplish this end it has been 
deemed necessary by the owners of certain 
of the bogs to hire frail little children— 
thousands of them—and to set them to work 
at a labor which carries with it pain and 
privation. And that is why the cranberry 
industry and the child-labor problems of 
today are so closely allied. 

Primarily, the cranberry industry is a pe- 
cullar one. Methods of cultivation and soil 
preparation are so radically different from 
those used in the production of any other 
crop that conditions equally foreign to the 
average farm industry have come into ex- 
ietence, 

Bogs in which cranberries are grown 
must be flooded in winter. This is to keep 
the bite of frost from the plants. With the 
approach of spring and the growing season, 
the marshes must be drained and so left 
usually until the following winter. 

By late September the berries have 
ripened, and they demand immediate har- 
vesting ‘o save them from the ever-present 
danger of ‘he frost. But even though sev- 
eral months Lave elapsed since tlie bogs 
were drained their naturally mucky char- 
acter remains, and those who garner the 
berries must do their work on wet, soggy, 
muddy ground. Then, too, the plants grow 
but a few inches high, and the berries hang 
singly and not in clusters, so the pickers 
have to bend low and fill their buckets at 
the expense of cramped limbs and aching 
muscles. 


The picking season is short. But what 
it lacks in length is made up by the feverish 
haste with which the work must be pushed. 
The few laborers who are employed in the 
bogs the year round are totally inadequate 
for the harvest, for thousands are needed 
in every bog to clear the vines of their fruit. 
Cranberry picking involves no abstruse 
mental process on the part of the harvester. 
No skill nor previous experience is needed. 
Indeed, it is simple enough to make the 
fingers of the Italian tailor, who earns all 
too little at his bench, and those of the erst- 
while organ grinder, driven from the streets 
by approaching cold—no better fitted for the 
task than the chubby digits of Theresa and 
her baby kind. After all, what is really re- 
quired of the cranberry picker is a purely 
mechanical form of labor and back muscles 
which will not complain through moist, chill 
hours of arduous toil. 

So, when the cry for labor goes out from 
the bogs, it is urgent and strong. It sets 
no age limit and the gang captains welcome 
tottering age and fragile childhood alike to 
the unwholesome marshes, asking of them 


chusetts, cranberry picking time was a sea-jonly that they do their appointed tasks and 


son of pleasure. Puritan children hunted make no complaint. 
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The overseers in charge of the gangs are 
usually Italian padrones who wield a power 
which in spirit, if not in the letter, violates 
all laws ever penned against child contract 
labor. 7 


The padrone has the hiring of the cran- 
berry pickers. He is the middle man be 
tween the owners of the bogs and the cring- 
ing men, women and children who harvest 
the sour, red berries. So almost without 
exception the padrone draws his pickers 
from the denizens of the crowded, fetid ten- 
ements in Philadelphia’s Little Italy, and 
finds it no difficult task. As a matter of 
fact, the padrone can line his own pocket 
well through his brokerage of child labor. 

Families like that of which Theresa’s 
papa boasts are plentiful in the Italian 
quarter of any city, and the horde of hungry 
little mouths is bard to fill. So the head of 
the family argues that there is good silver 
to be earned in the cranberry bogs, and 
what, after all, does it matter if Theresa 
and her sister Rosa, with even three of the 
other children, do lose several weeks from 
school? Will they. not, in exchange, have 
an outing? Will they not be in the health- 
ful sunshine all day? And will not even 
such small hands as those of Theresa be 
able to add glorious dollars to the family 
purse? Where else, indeed, Could whole 
families find employment? Go? Most cer- 
tainly—eagerly and with haste! 

The dollars decide the question. 

Now, in every Italian quarter in the late 
fall, hundreds of parents with many chil- 
dren are undergoing the same mental proc- 
ess which convinces Theresa’s papa beyond | 
all doubt that employment in the cranberry 
bogs is above all things desirable, and 
each family is eagerly awaiting the oppor- 
tunity to enroll in the ranks of the pickers. 
So the padrone can choosé—and does. He 
also attends to such smal) details as the 
purchase of railroad tickets, 

What if most of his kind do charge their 
hands twice as much for the privilege of rid- 
ing on the railroad as they themselves paid? 
What matter? Did they not, out of the 
k'ndness of their hearts, choose them? 
S! ould the hands, then, be ungrateful? In- 
deed, no! 

So papa pays the extortionate rate with 
smiling face, and mamma bundles the en- 
tire family into the train, while her lord 
and master talks excitedly to others bound 
for the bogs of the opportunity thus afforded 
to add more glorious American dollars to 
the family trove. 

Arrived at the bog, the family is assigned 
to penlike quarters. These are usually 
temporary shacks of ramshackle construc- 
tion, which the owners defend by pleading 
the shortness of the season. 

A single, stuffy room, indescribably dirty, 
with small windows, when any aperture 
whatever breaks the dull monotony of 
warped pine wall, is the allotment for an 
entire family. This spacious apartment 
usually measures about five by six feet. A 
bunk, which soon becomes a harbor for all 
sorts of insect life, is built along one side 
wall. If a large family is to occupy the 
room the padrone generously adds to the 
equipment a skimpy mattress, so that if 
there are as many as eight occupants for 
the cramped space four may occupy the 
hard board bunk, while a like number may 
sleep on the ragged, corn-husk-filled ticking. 

Sometimes there is the added luxury of a 
rough board table in the room. This serves 
its allotted purpose of dining board morn- 
ings and evenings, but at night it is piled 
high with the dank, reeking garments of the 
laborers. 

When a family takes possession its mem- 
bers complete the furnishings of their little 
home by the simple expedient of hanging a 
supply of bread, peppers and bologna from 
some convenient nail and then settle down 
to the drudge and routine of back-breaking 
labor in squashy bog by day and restless, 
mosquito-infested slumber by night. 


Long lines of laborers, each supplied with 
a “peck” box, swarm over the bogs in 
the picking season. The quotations are 
necessary, for in some cases these “peck” 
boxes have been found to hold ten and even 
twelve quarts in spite of the fact that our 
old blue ‘rithmetics taught that but eight 
quarts are required for this measure.

BEAUTIFUL CITY? 
E ARE now almost upon the thresh- 
old of the year 1914, the one preced- 
ing the Panama-Pacific expositions to 
be held on either side of Los Angeles—at 
San Francisco and at San Diego. What 
special attractions we are to have has not 
yet taken concrete form, though it would ap- 
pear that a gigantic flower and plant ex- 
hibit, to hold throughout the year, is all 
but assured. But what general attractions 
of a permanent nature shall we offer? Are 


ae to rely solely upon our peerless climate, 


which is the one Iirresistibie power which 
attracts and retains? If so, man has done 
nothing, and indeed, such is the conclusion 
all must draw if the situation be calmly and 
impartially considered. What has man 
done to make Los Angeles beautiful aside 
from that prompted by selfish pride and in- 
terest as exemplified in the embellishment 
of and care for his own home and its imme- 
diate surroundings’?

Our 
hundreds of thousands of visitors are to 
say, as others have said many times: 
“What a peerless climate'” “What a beau- 
tiful country!” “What a marvelous growth 
and development!” but not one will say: 
“What a beautiful city'” if he be either 
traveled or observant. Certainly not if 
possessing both qualificatidns. The burn- 

-4ing question is: Are we ever to be a beau- 
tiful city? After more than a quarter cen- 
tury’s residence here, all of which time has 
been applied to ornamental horticulture; 
after twelve years lecturing on street plant- 
ing for the State University over Southern 
California; capped by nine years conduct of 
a street-planting campaign in this depart- 
ment, the writer seriously doubts if Los An- 
geles will ever arrive at a standard of civic 
embellishment where experienced and ob- 
servant globe trotters will call her a beau- 
tiful city. We have many strong attrac- 
tions that woo and wip even the first-time 
visitor, but they are natural—man has pro- 
vided none. It is doubtful if any other per- 
son has for so many years kept in intimate 
touch, as has the writer, with the street- 
tree movement in the southern end of the 
State. Lesser municipalities have in the 
meantime become beautiful through the one 
medium of street trees, some are actually 
acquiring fame from this source, but the 
question is no nearer solution nor the out- 
look more promising, for the metropolis of 
Southern California, than it was a quarter 
century ago. 


Egyptian Dates in Arizona. 


HIS week we present an illustration of 

an Egyptian date palm known as “Bad- 
rashin” fruiting abundantly at Tempe, Ariz. 
After the hard freeze of last winter, when 
the temperature dropped to 12 F. where 
this palm stood, it was found the dates were 
uninjured, though the palm lost many 
leaves in the ordeal. This passing un- 
scathed through such a freeze prompted 
Paul B. Popenoe (now with the Agricultu- 
ral Department at Washington, D. C.) to il- 
lustrate it in his excellent work, “Date 
Growing in the Old and New Worlds,” re- 
cently reviewed in this department. It will 
readily be seen that dates. so hardy may 
be grown anywhere in California and their 
commercial value may be gauged by the 
amount of summer heat available for ripen- 
ing the dates. Very hot places in the San 
Joaquin Valley, where plenty of water is to 
be had, should easily grow good Badrashin 
dates.

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A Popular Fowl. 
BIRD PROBABLY NATIVE OF 


AMERICA. 


{The turkey is an ever-interesting sub- 
ject to students of poultry. Its origin is 
velied in mystery, though most authori- 
ties agree it was found in America by the 
early discoverers. 

It is today the most popular—Thanksgiv- 
ing and winter holiday table fowl, but many 
experts fear it is doomed to extinction by 
reason of its domestication and the dis- 
mppearance of forests. The habits of the 
tird and the difficulties of breeding and 
raising are interestingly told by Mr. Boyer 
in the accompanying article. 

Mr. Graham, this week, gives some side- 
lights on the history of the White-faced 
Black Spanish, one of the oldest of pure- 
bred fowls.] 


it is known by that name, is not told in 

history. Much of the information we 
have _t hand is theoretical. It is pretty 
well established that the turkey belongs to 
the guinea family, and that it is an Ameri- 
can product, as the Spanish discoverers of 
America found it here in a wild state. 

It has been said by some old-time writers 
that the bird originated in Turkey, hence 
its name. But this has not been proved, 
and the bare fact that it was found in a 
newly-discovered world shows that it must 
be a native of that section. It is a theory 
that the name “Turkey” was applied owing 
to the repeated call note of the bird, viz: 
“Turk, Turk, Turk.” 

When William Bradford was elected to 
the office of Colonial Governor, in Massa- 
chusetts, which office he held from 1621 to 
1657, he set aside a day each year for 
prayer and rejoicing for the early settlers 


ics how the turkey originated, and why 


' in New England. From that time this day 


became known as Thanksgiving. There 
must be an extra feast on that day, but 
just what meat should adorn the festive 
board seemed to be confusing to the colo- 
nists. Every kind was suggested, but, 
notwithstanding that the 
woods were full of turkeys, no one thought 
of that bird. Finally it narrowed down to 
the selection of the wild fowl, and ever 
since that time turkey has been associated 
with the Thanksgiving feast. 


Turkey Not Tamed. 
Domestication has not done much in tam- 


ing the turkey. Its shy and timid nature 
clings to it, but it is less watchful than in 


its wild state. Being of a roving disposi- ' 


iion, it does not thrive in confined quarters, 
and when given its liberty will travel for 
miles, feeding upon nuts, grasshoppers, 
ugs and other food found on the range, 

The decline of the industry in Rhode 
Island—which for years has been famous 
for the production of this favorite holiday 
bird—is claimed to be due to the scarcity 
of grasshoppers. For years these insects 
were so plentiful that grain crops especially 
would be annually destroyed by them. 
Gradually, as the turkey crop increased, 
the grasshopper crop decreased, and from 
the moment of this condition a decline in 
the industry resulted. 

The hen turkey is more gentle and mild 
than is the cock bird, and. in wandering 
about with her young, is on the constant 
watch. With the least cause for alarm she 
sends out the warning and the young scam- 


_ per in all directions, but the hen makes no 


effort to defend them against enemies. 

On the other hand, the gobbler is a gal- 
fant defender and a hard fighter. At night, 
should he deem extra protection is needed, 
he will hover over the young, often taking 
exclusive charge of them. 

In their wild state, turkeys travel largely 
in flocks, and this custom is followed to a 
considerable extent by the domeaticated 
stock. 


Popular Breeds. 


The most popular breeds for market cul- 
ture are the Bronze, Narragansett, Black 
and Wild species. Horace Vose, probably 
the most noted authority in this country, 
claims for the Narragansett that it leads as 
a utility fowl, especially recommended for 
its full breast, strong, vigorous nature, and 
its compactness of body. The Bronze is a 
close second, followed in order by the 
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j tation as heavy layers of large white eggs, 


black, wild, white, slate and buff varie-:the grass and supplied with plenty of good 


ties. The Bronze turkey is probably the 
most popular and most extensively bred. 
It is generally accepted that of all kinds 
of domesticated poultry, turkeys are the 
most difficult to rear. In the early stages 
the young require special care until they 
pass over a period generally known as 
“Shooting the red.” This fact has probably 
deterred more farmers from going into this 
branch of poultry work than anything else. 
Hatching and rearing are done in the nat- 
ural way; experience proves that incuba- 
tors and brooders are very unsatisfactory. 
The crop of the turkey chick is very 
small, and, consequently, it must be fed 
little at a time but frequently; every two 
hours for the first week is not too often. 
For the first three or four days, feed hard- 
boiled eggs mixed into bread crumbs or 
coarse oatmeal. After that period the egg 
part may be stopped, although it generally 
is advisable to keep it up for a week at 
least. Onions are greatly relished by the 
young and are highly valuable to them if 
chopped fine and kept constantly before the 
birds. Meat is another essential; and so, 
also, is green food, young lettuce being the 
best. 
This method of feeding should be kept up 
until they are about two to two and a half 


months old. After that they can be put on 


food, mostly soft, with some grain occasion- 
ally at nights. 
Airy Roosting Places. 


The roosting place should be apart from 
other poultry, freely ventilated, but not 
draughty. An open shed, with the three 
sides made draught-proof and the front cov- 
ered with wire netting, so as to keep out 
dangerous animals, makes an ideal house. 
In these houses should be placed perches at 
least three inches broad, and without sharp 
edges. 

From five to ten hens can be mated to a 
gobbler. Pullets in their first year should 
be mated to a male in its second year, 
while hens over a year old are best mated 
to a vigorous cockerel. The turkey cock 
reaches maturity after the molt in its third 
year, and from then on is not reliable as a 
stock bird. 

The hen prefers choosing her own nest- 
ing place, and generally where she lays her 
first egg she will continue to lay. :As a 
rule, the hen Jays from fifteen to twenty 
eggs and then becomes broody. 

Turkeys are subject to all diseases which 
attack other poultry, with the addition of 
Blackhead, a disease claimed to be purely 
an American affliction.

The Oldest of the Laying Breea., 


The White-fac- Black Spanish is one of 
the oldest of our known breeds of poultry. 
Records show that they were bred in Hol- 
land and England for centuries. It is ac- 
cepted by poultry authorities that the pres- 
ent White-faced Black ‘Spanish fowl un- 
doubtedly is descended direct from the Cas- 
tilan fowls of Spain, but it is contended that 
the white faces were produced by either the 
early English or Dutch breeders or both. 
Inquiries and observation show that the 
White-faced Black Spanish fowl, as we know 
it, is unknown in Spain except in the hands 
of breeders who have imported them from 
England or Holland. 

The native fowl of Spain, the Castilian, 
resembles in form, color and laying quall- 
ties both the Spanish and Minorca, and 
these two were undoubtedly produced from 
foundations of pure Castilian fowls. 

Black Spanish fowls enjoyed a wide repu- 


and were universally bred for that quality 
until the coming of the Brown and White 
as rivals. 


They are rather large fowls, and have 
' brilliant greenish-black plumage. The 
combs are inedium large, and, in the hen, 
‘fold over to one side of the head. Their 
‘skin is white and legs dark slate in color, 


but their most striking feature is the el 


face.

Peculiar Types of Faces. 


This is characteristic of both sexes, but 
is most developed in the male. The face, 
usually red on other breeds, is pure white, 
throat white with long pendulous white ear- 
lobes often measuring 7% to 8 inches from 
top of face to lowest point of earlobe. In 
breeding these fowls for fancy, great stress 
is laid on the production of the longest, 
whitest and smoothest “faces,” and big 
prices have been paid for specimens pos- 
sessing these features in an extraordinary 
degree. 

In the height of their popularity Ameri 
can money was freely spent to import the 
finest of the English birds and competition 
in the showroom was keen, . The difficulty 
of producing these extraordinary white 
“faces” was really the downfall of the breed. 
The average breeder could not produce 
them and turned naturally to the Minorca, 
which has a red. face (more easily pro- 
duced,) and in other respects, laying, size 
and color, was quite the equal of the Black 
Spanish. 

Today the White-faced Black Spanish is 
regarded as a rare variety and is bred by a 
few old fanciers who have had them for 
many years and never lost faith in the 
qualities of this remarkable fowl. 


This is probably one of the oldest of the

laying type of pure-bred fowls. They lay a 


large, handsome, white egg and are credited with producing them in large num- 
bers. Their rich, glossy, greenish-black plumage, large red comb and wattles con- 


trasting strongly with the long, pendulous white face, make them attractive and 


distinct among our many breeds. The 


fowls are moderately large, weighing from 


6% to 8 pounds for males, 5% to 6% pounds for females. The hen is a non-sitter 
and their eggs must be hatched by other hens or artificially.

haps Theresa earns as much as $4 in the 
whole week. 

That is perhaps. For Theresa may be old 
at the work, for though but 5 last season 
may have found her in the same bog. But 
for the novice, two or three, at the most, is 
remarkably good pay. Descending to the 
realm of cold hard figures, that means that 
for a six-day week and a twelve-hour day, 
which can be taken as a safe example, a 
child will receive pay at the rate of 4 cents 
an hour. 

Four cents for stooping low a whoie hour, 
picking, picking, _ picking. Dampness, 
mosquitoes, brambles, and always and ev- 
erywhere, berries. And at the end of sixty 
weary, never-ending minutes she may have 
earned 4 cents. And be it remembered, it 
is not for candy at the corner grocery, not 
for a cherished doll or ball seen in a toy- 
shop window, but for the family trove. 


The production of cranberries is confined 
‘practically to three States—Wisconsin, 
Massachusetts and New Jersey. The ber- 
ries grow in a few other localities, but the 
output is never more than enough for local 
consumption, if sufficient even for that. 
The average annual commercial output is 
about 600,000 bushels, or approximately 
6,500,000 pecks—eight-quart pecks. 

From those figures it can readily be real- 
ized that harvesting cranberries is a gigan- 
tic task. A good day’s work for papa, and 
perhaps for mamma, too, would be not more 
than twenty pecks, and perhaps but seven- 
teen. From that number it would decrease, 
according to the age and ability of the 
picker, until when little Theresa was 
reached the limit would be but three 
pecks. And yet, twenty-four quarts of ber- 
ries in one day is more than the average en- 
ergetic boy would want to pick for pleasure, 
let alone a girl of 5. 

The output per bog depends more upon 
climatic conditions, soil and the care given 
the plants, than upon anything else. In this, 
as in practically all other agricultural pur- 
suite, intensive cultivation has been brought 
to bear: Under normal! conditions the dut- 
put will range from 100 to 200 bushels per 
acre, which is considered a good average. 
Under intensive cultivation, however, the 
average has been brought up as high as 500 
bushels. 

Bogs vary in size, due to the fact that 
cranberries require conditions best pro- 
vided by nature itself, and are found in lo- 
calities naturally adapted to their success- 
ful growth. The cranberry industry of 
Massachusetts and New Jersey, the locality 
in which the cranberry was first cultivated, 
is slightly different from the industry of 
Wisconsin. The winter season comes 


quently necessitates earlier picking than in 
the East. Then, too, use is made of arti- 
ficial waterways, which can be turned into 
the bogs when desired, thereby doing away 
with the uncertainty of rain. 

Massachusetts has the largest bog in ex- 
istence. This is in Nantucket county, and 
contains 250 acres. That means that with 
an output of 200 bushels, or 800 pecks, per 
acre, the output of this one bog amounts to 
200,000 pecks. 


And Theresa?

Theosophy. 
S O MANY inquiries have been made 


concerning “Theosophy” and ‘“Re- 

incarnation” that I shall endeavor to 
give a brief and concise outline of these in- 
teresting phases of belief. 

Because I am not a theosophist and do 
not believe in reincarnation will not have 
the slightest bearing on the subject; nor 
will it In any way bias my judgment. In 
fact, it is not my opinion, so much that is 
sought as facts; therefore, | shall proceed 
to give, in part, such as I have gathered 
from time.to time in my research. 


What is Theosophy? 


HE word “Theosophy” is of Greek or- 

igin. It signifies “knowledge of 

things divine,” or ‘wise in the things 
of God.” It is not itself a religion, but it 
bears to the religions the same relation as 
did the ancient philosophies. It does not 
contradict them, but endeavors to explain 
them. Whatever in any of them is unrea- 
sonable—from their point of view—it re- 
jects as necessarily unworthy of the 
Deity and derogatory to Him; whatever is 
reasonable in each and all of them, it takes 
up, explains and emphasizes, and thus com- 
bines all into one harmonious whole. It 
considers all the various religions as state- 
ments of truth from different points of 
view; since, though they differ much as to 
momenciature and as to articles of belief, 
they all agree as to the only matters which 
are of real importance—the kind of life 
which a good man should lead, the qualities 
which he must develop, the vices which he 
must avoid. On these practical points the 
teaching is identical in Hinduism and 
Ruddhism, in Zoroastrianism and Moham- 
medanism, in Judaism and Christianity. 


The Theosophical Society; its Origin. 


HE Theosophical Society was formed in 

New York in 1875 by Mme. H. P. Blavat- 
sky and Col. H. 8S. Olcott. The former was 
acknowledged to be a great seer and re 
puted t6 be conscious in regions, or planes 
of nature, not visible to those who do not 
possess a high order of clairvoyant sight. 

The original president of the society, Col. 
H. & Olcott, died in 1907, and was suc 
ceeded by Annie Besant. Headquarters of 
the society were afterward established in 
Adyar, India. It is now world-wide, having 
national societies. in most of the European 
countries and in North and South America. 
The headquarters of the American section 
is beautifully located here in Hollywood, on 
a fifteen-acre tract, and is officially known 
as the Krotona Institute of Theosophy. 
The name Krotona—being that of the uni- 
versity in Italy over which the philosopher

ago. It is well known that to Pythagoras 
himself are ascribed the doctrine of me 
tempsychosis and the teaching that earthly 
life is only a purification of the soul. 

The Society of Theosophists believe, as 
do the Unitarians, in the divinity, but not 
in the deity of Jesus, as also in the actual 


‘divinity of all men. 


The Theosophical Society; Its Purpose. 


HE purpose of the society is to spread 

the knowledge of spiritual truths and 
to gather into a compact organization those 
whose minds are open to such truths in or- 
der that as a whole, they may become an 
instrument through which the spiritual en- 
lightenment of the world may be hastened. 

The specific objects of the society are 
(1) To form a nucleus of the Universal 
Brotherhood of Humanity, without distinc- 
tion of race, creed, sex, caste or color; (2) 
to encourage the study of comparative re- 
ligion, philosophy and science; to investt- 
gate unexplained laws of nature, and the 
powers latent in man. 

The spiritual facts and laws being given 
to the world today by the Theosophical So- 
clety came largely from the personal inves- 
tigation of its*members, who, it is claimed, 
“are able to function consciously in the in- 
visible world.” It is also said that these 
carefully-traine@d investigators “explore the 
invisible world about us, study the condi-

tionns of life after bodily death, compare 
and check information thus gained, and so 
correct any error of observation as a group 
of scientists would do in arriving at any 
final conclusion im any given field of re 
search.” 

The foregoing claims of the investigators 
—*“functioning consciously in the invisible 
world” and the ability to obtain a know!l- 
edge of the “condition of life after bodily 
death”—these claims I cannot “sabe.” It 
is possible I am a little dull of comprehen- 
sion or that my mental powers of digestion 
and assimilation are not sufficiently strong 
for this theosophical pabulum., 


Three Great Truths. 


3 bs ONE of the earliest Theosophical 
books,” according to C. W. Leadbeater, 
one of the best-known interpreters of theo- 
sophical lore, “it was written that there are 
three truths which are absolute and cannot 


be lost, yet may remain silent for lack of 


speech. They are as great as life itself, 


and as simple as the simplest mind of 


man. 


1. God exists and He is good. He is the 
great life-giver who dwelis within us and 
without us, is undying and eternally benefi- 
cent. He is not heard, nor seen, nor 
touched, yet is perceived by the one who 
desires perception. 

. 2. Man ts immortal and his future is one 
whose glory and splendor have no limit. 

3. A divine law of absolute justice rules 
the world, so that each man is, in truth, his 
own judge; the dispenser of glory or gloom 
to himself; the decreer of his life, his re- 
ward, his punishment. 

To each of these great truths are at- 
tached certain others, subsidiary and ex- 
planatory: 

1. That, in spite of appearance, all things 
are definitely and intelligently moving to 
wether for good: that all circumstances, 
however untoward they may seem, are, in 
reality, exactly what are needed; that ev- 
erything around us tends, not to hinder us, 
but to help us, if it is only understood. 

2. That, since the whole scheme thus 
tends to man’s benefit, clearly it is his duty 
to learn to understand it. 


3. That when he thus understands it, it 
is also his duty intelligently to cooperate 
in this scheme. 

From the second great truth it follows: 

1. That the true man is a soul, and that 
this body is only an appanage. 

2. That he must, therefore, regard ev- 
erything from the standpoint of the soul, 
and that in every case when an internal 
struggle takes place he must realize his 
identity with the higher, not with the 
lower. 

3. That what we commonly call his life 
is only one day in his true and larger life. 

4. That death is a matter of far less 
importance than is usually supposed, since 
it is by no means the end of life, but merely 
the passage from one stage of it to an- 
other. 

5. That man has an immense evolution 
behind him, the study of which is most fas- 
nating, interesting and instructive. 

6. That he has a splendid evolution be- 
fore him, the study of which will be even 
more fascinating and instructive, 

7. That there is an absolute certainty of 
final attainment for every human soul, no 
matter how far he may seem to have strayed 
from the path of evolution. 

From the third great truth it follows: 

1. That every thought, word or action 
produces its definite result—not a reward 
or punishment imposed from without, but a 
result inherent in the action itself, defi- 
nitely connected with it in the relation of 
cause and effect, these being really but two 
inseparable parts of one whole. _ 7 

2. That it ts both the duty and the in- 
terest of man to study this divine law 
closely, so that he may De able to adapt 
himself to it and to use it as we use other 
great laws of nature. 


3. That it is necessary for man to attain 
perfect control over himself, so that he may 
guide his life intelligently. in accordance 
with this law. 

Surely, these “three great truths,” and 
their corollaries, can be readily subscribed 


to by any broad-minded man. 


The Theosophical Brotherhood. 


HIS “brotherhood” does not halt even 
with the most lowly of the human race. 
Its humanitarianism reaches and includes 
the animal kingdom. Like an echo from 
the hills humanity promptly gives us back 
our words and acts, bad for bad, good for 
good, sorrow for our evil, and joy for our 
unselfishness, in overflowing measure. If 
we frown upon the world we shall live in 
gloom; but if we smile upon our brothers, 
and be the steadfast friend of all, we shall 
dwell in perpetual sunshine. We should 
refuse absolutely to have a single enemy.

friends and that their regard for us is in 
exact proportion to our own sincerity.

Most Sensible Advice. 


t4 HEN you feel a cold coming on,” 
says Assistant Surgeon-General 
Rucker, “go into a room, open all the win- 


dows and disrobe. The cold air won't hurt 
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At this juncture a much-worried woman 


}@ppeared leading a small boy who was about 


to have a fit. There was little time to 
spare after getting him before the audience 
before he was apparently in the throes of a 
terrible spasm. This was relieved quite 
effectively by deep pressure on the inner 
portion of the eyebrows, extending well 
over the edge of the bone. The doctor ex- 
plained that the pressure on the nerve was 
very painful and would often break up a 
fit or an attack of epilepsy temporarily— 
allowing enough time to get the individual 
out of a crowd and in a quiet place. It is 
important, also, to force a handkerchief be- 
tween the teeth of the afflicted person so 
as to prevent biting the tongue. 

Next, the audience was alarmed by the 
sound of fire bells, and a young woman 
came in with her sleeve afire and, from tha 
appearance of the charred and burned area 
of her arm, was suffering from an in- 
tensely painful burn. The immediate ap- 
plication of a cold compress to a burn was 
emphasized as one of the most useful meas- 
ures to counteract the immediate effects 
of such an accident. As a protective ap- 
plication to a deep burn the white of an egg 
was recommended as a very convenient 
remedy. The use of sweet or caron oil or 
of paraffin was also recommended; but in 
all cases it was advised that the cold appli- 
cations be kept up at frequent intervals for 
twelve hours after the injury, in order to 
relieve the pain and to prevent the forma- 
tion of blisters and scars. 

Now came a young man bearing on his 
shoulder a companion whom he had rescued 
from a burning building. The patient was 
suffocated with smoke or gas. The work 
of resuscitation consisted in raising the 
arms above the head and then lowering them 
and pressing deep upon the chest, repeat- 
ing these complete cycles about sixteen 
times a minute. 

There was a crash of broken glass and a 
woman came rushing in with apparently a 
bad cut in her arm from which the blood 
was streaming. The importance of clean 
cloths with which to wrap the wound and 
of pressure above the wound to stop a hem- 
orrhage was emphasized. As a disinfec- 
tant, boiled water was recommended. The 
use of exceedingly hot cloths was empha- 
sized as a means of stopping the hemor- 
rhage after the bandage had been placed 
over the wound. These measures were rec- 
ommended to be carried out while waiting 
for the doctor to arrive. 

Apparently from the sight of blood, a 
woman fainted in the audience. She was 
carried to the platform. The doctor demon- 
strated the importance and efficiency of 
fresh air, a dash of cold water in the face 
and loosening the clothing as a means of 
resuscitation. This particular case was re- 
vived by deep pressure over the abdomen, 
which was recommended as one of the 
quickest methods of procedure. This deep 
pressure forces the blood out of the abdom- 
inal blood vessels and brings it to the brain. 
The doctor mentioned the fact that if a per- 
son becomes faint in church he could al- 
ways get relief by placing the hand upon 
the abdomen and bending forward as far 
as possible so as to bring a strong pressure 
to bear upon.that point. In this way an in- 
dividual can get sufficient relief to enable 
him to walk out of an audience into the 
open air. 


Amputation at the Hip Joint. 


The result of sixty-six coxo-femoral am- 
putations that occurred during the Civil 
War were secured by the surgeon-general's 
office. In considering them they were di- 
vided into primary, intermediary, sec- 
ondary and reamputations, with the result 
being determined that the death rate was 
the highest in the intermediary, and low- 
est in the reamputations. Of nine cases 
of reamputations at the hip, three only or 
33.3 per cent. were fatal; of nine secondary 
operations, six or 77.7 per cent., termi- 
nated in death. The subjects of all the in- 
termediary exarticulations at the hip all 
perished, and of twenty-five primary ampu- 
tations probably three were successful. In 
twenty-seven of the sixty-six exarticula- 
tions the injury directly involved the hip 
joint. In thirty-two instances, the ojera- 
tions followed shot fractures which did 
not extend beyond the diaphysis of the fe- 
mur. In two of this series and in seven 
examples in which the primary lesion im- 


plicated the knee joint, amputations in the 


continuity of the thigh had preceded the 
exarticulations at the hip. The aggregate 
ratio of mortality of the sixty-six cases was 
83.3 per cent. 


Records of 250 cases of exarticulation of 
the hip performed during other wars, indi- 
cate twenty-seven recoveries, with 222 
deaths, or a mortality rate of 89.1 per cent. 

Curing Weak Ankies. . 

[Washington Star:] Weak ankles and 
foot muscles are the cause of tired feet and 
aching limbs, and they are weak simply be- 
cause they do not receive proper exercise. 
Like any other muscles of the body they 
must be used to be kept in good working 
order, for, like them, they are largely de- 
pendent for their vitality on being sup- 
plied with fresh arterial blood and on hav- 
ing the waste matter thrown off. 


Without exercise to stimulate this action 
the feet become sensitive and unequal to 
the task of supporting the weight of the 
body. Every one should forestall trouble 
of this nature or overcome it if it exists by 
exercising locally. 

it in a high chair, allow the feet to 
dangle, then move the feet up and down, 
then around as on a pivot. After repeat- 
ing each of these movements four times, 
move the toes up and down, separating 
them as far as possible, keeping the foot 
pointing downward. Besides tending to 
give the muscles the desired exercise, this 
helps to form the habit of pointing the toes 
downward, and it should have been men- 
tioned that the toes should also be turned 
outward, and the heels slightly inward. 
This means not only during the exercise, 
but always, and not in an exaggerated man- 
ner, but naturally, whether the feet are in 
motion or at rest. 

Another exercise needed to strengthen 
the foot muscles and to give them the flexi- 
bility that makes for agility and grace of 
movement, is to rise on the toes, poise 
there, then sink, and then to rise and sink 
on to the bended knees, still on the toes, 
the knees being turned out. 

Each of these movements should be per- 
formed siowly and evenly, and then the 
benefit derived is inestimablé. The result 
will show itself in a firmer, more graceful 
walk and carriage of the body, a lightness 
of tread and in a gradual lessening, if not 
elimination, of foot troubles, not to say of 
general nervousness, which may very 
likely have been aggravated by the weak 
condition of the pedal muscles. 

Persons whose pursuit requires much 
standing especially will do well to exercise 
the foot muscles, for with the pressure of 
the body’s weight upon them more or less 
constantly circulation is impeded. Blessed, 
therefore, are those who in these days of 
elevators are compelled to go up and down- 
stairs a few times a day, for it is a most 
beneficial exercise, strengthening not only 
the muscles of the feet, but those of the 
calf, providing, of course, that the going 
up and downstairs is performed correctly. 

The strain so frequently felt upon 
the inside of the foot is due again to weak- 
ened muscles, and muscles that are very 
dificult to reach and whose weakness 
causes fallen arches, with all their subse 
quent discomforts. The best way to coun- 
teract this trouble is to stretch the leg 
straight out in front of one, then to turn 
the foot on the ankle inward as far as pos- 
sible. If the weakness of the muscles is 
excessive or of long standing, the action 
will cause a severe aching at first, but it 
should be persisted in.

Physicians and Blindness.

the Committee on Blindness of the New 
York Association for the Blind, are taken 
the following facts: In 108 cases of opth- 
thalmia neonatorum that are reported by 
various eye clinics, sixty-two patients were 
attended by physicians, forty-three by mid- 
wives, and-three by neighbors. Of the six- 
ty-two, prophylactics were used in four- 
teen; of the forty-three, in eleven. Out of 
eleven, six lost one eye, three were merely 
scarred, and three were blind. It so hap- 
pened that all the cases of total blindness 
occurred in the practice of physicians. 
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Scariet Fever and Contagion. 


(Minneapolis Journal:] Dr. J. B. Mur- 
phy, the surgeon who cared for Col. Roose- 
velt in Chicago when he was shot, has re- 
turned from London, where he attended the 
International Medical Congress. It was 
demonstrated at the meeting that rubbing 
the patient with eucalyptus oi] in scariet- 
fever cases prevented contagion, he asserted. 

“If a child is rubbed daily with the oil 
directly the case of scarlet fever is dis- 
covered,” he said, “no one else will con- 
tract the fever, and there is no need of go- 
ing to the expense of quarantining the house 
or separating the child suffering from the 
fever from its parents.”
